Before theſe unhappy Wars the Government of theſe Nations © 
was Moniarchical in Church and State : theſe wars have given bi-th &..35 
and erowti £0 ſeveral Intereſts both in Church and State hereto- be 
fore not known 35 though now upon many accounts very conſidera- 
ble,as the Prerbyterian, Independent, Anabaptift and Settaries of all 
ſorts as to Ecclefiafticks ; and the Purchaſers of the Kin*3,Queens, 
Princes,Biſhops,Deans and Chapters,and all other forfeirerEttates; 
and all thoſe engaged in theſe Wars againſt the King as to civils... 
Theſe Intereſts again are ſo interwoven by Purchaſes and itermar® 

| riages,and thereby forfeited ; as 1 think upon rational grounds it 

may be taken for granted 3 That no Government can le either good, 
peaceful or laſting to theſe Nations, that doth not rationally imclatt 
ani comprehend the ſecurity and preſervrtion of all the foreſaid In 
tereſts both Civil and Spiritual ;£ I mean ſo far as by the Word of 
God they are warranted to be protetted and preſerved. If this be ſo, 
Then that Government un1er which we formerly were both in State 
and C harch, viz.
